WHAT ILC INTENDED. SWEDEN AND JAPAN ALSO SUPPORTED UK 
AMENDMENT. BULGARIA, MALI, AND TUNISIA ARGUED AMENDMENT 
UNNECESSARY. UAE OPPOSED AMENDMENT AS LIMITING OPTION
